big thing on {0e,” shall not interfere with the
rights of other States by lotruding ita loonl
pecullarities into thelr territory without the
invitation or consentof such States, Complalnt
is made by many of the Middle States, partion-
larly those whose chiel prodacts are poaches
and strawberries, Lhal an nnnecessary and an-
warrantable series of “frogts"” and “cold pnaps'
have been thrust upon them ever slnoe that
territory of leebergs has bheen reckoned In the
Union. And nolwithstanding thatefforts have
been made by many, ineludiag the celebrated
Clotlilers, Charles Stokes & Co,, under the Con-
